shire, England, on A ugust 9, 1593 
He died December 15, 1683. W hile 
W alton Is thought of generally by 
fisherm en only as a brother e n th u ­ 
siast and the author of “The Com­ 
pleat Angler,” he was m uch more 
than that. He w as a 
philosopher 
and 
a 
conservationist. 
C harles 
I^m h, in recom mending the book 
to 
Coleridge, 
said: 
‘“It 
would 
sweeten a m an's tem per any 
time 
to read It. It would C hristianize e v ­ 
ery angry, discordant passion; pray 
make yourself acquainted w ith It." 
According to another com m entator: 
” 'The 
Compleat 
Angler 
has 
brought the singing of birds, 
the 
fragrance of meadows, the m edita­ 
tive peace of the riverside into a 
book with undying freshness. N ev­ 
er was so much nature got into one 
hook." Since the first edition w as 
published by Richard M arriott, at 
St. D unstan’s 
churchyard. 
Fleet 
street, London, edition after edition 
has heen published, and it still is 
in steady demand. 
W alton's life w as not a 
sm ooth 
one. He saw all th at he held m ost 
sacred overthrow n: 
law s 
broken 
up: hia king publicly m urdered; his 
friends outcasts; his w orship 
pro­ 
scribed; his property 
raided. 
He 
underw ent bereavem ents 
in 
the 
death of his children, but he did 
not lose his belief or sw eetness of 
character. He lived In the reigns of 
Queen Elizabeth, Jam es I. Charles 
I and Charles II. In his early tw en­ 
ties W alton went to london as an 
Ironmonger. A fterw ard his life v a r­ 
ied. He filled many public offices. 
During his long residence in l o n ­ 
don he is thought to have pursued 
his fishing diligently at spare tim es 
away from his m any duties, public 
and private. 
His great delight was 
to teach others the correct method 
of fishing. 
“The Com pleat Angler” w as pub­ 
lished in 1653, when 
he 
was 
60 
years old, though it is 
presum ed 


th at for years he had worked 
on 
the m anuscript in his slow, patient 
way. 
W alton died In his 
ntnety-first 
year. He left a modest estate, and 
hts kindly disposition is shown by 
a paragraph which provided coal 
for poor people of his town, “every 
last weiks in Janew ary or in every 
first weike in Febrew ary; I 
say 
then, because I take th at tim e to 
be the hardest and m ost pinching 
tim es w ith pore people.” 
A sum ­ 
ming up of W alton’s philosophy of 
life may be had in a sentence of the 
last paragraph of his hook: "And 
upon all th a t are lovers of virtue, 
and dare tru st in His 
providence,
